Rumely and two others who re- 
fused to provide information de- 
manded by a House Lobby Inves- 
tigating Committee. 


Named along with Rumely, Ex- 
ecutive Secretary of the Commit- 
tee for Constitutional Government, 
were Joseph P. Kamp, Executive 
Vice Chairman of the Constitu- 
tional Educational League, and 
William L. Patterson, Executive 
Secretary of the Civil Rights Con- 
gress. 


The indictment against Brow- 


der, official Communist spokesman 


in this country for 15 years until 
his ouster early in 1946, contained 
16 counts: that against Jaffe, 26 
counts, and the one against Field 
32 counts. 


Maximum penalty for contempt 


‘of Congress is a year in jail and a 


$1,000 fine on each count. 

The indictment against Rumely 
listed eight allegedly contemptu- 
ous refusals to provide information 
demanded by the House Lobby 
Investigating Committee. 

Browder, Field and Jaffe ap- 
peared as witnesses during a Sen- 
ate Foreign Affairs Subcommittee 
inquiry into Communists-in-Gov- 
ernment charges by Senator Mc- 
Republican, Wisconsin.

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Good—But Not Good Enough 


Our only objection to the home rule 
amendment being drafted by the Georgia 
Association of County Commissioners is 
that it doesn’t go far enough. 

It would eliminate the ridiculous situa- 
tion of the recent general election in which 
33 of the 37 constitutional amendments on 
the ballot were of purely local application. 
But it would not save the Ceneral Assem- 
bly from the time-consuming job of pass- 
ing local legislation. 


Also, it would continue the control of 
legislators over local governments. Under 
the plan proposed by County Commis- 
sioners, the Legislature would pass the nec- 
essary local bills but provide that voters 
in the county affected must approve them 
by referendum. 


The only real solution is a home rule 
Jaw such as that which passed the House 
at the last session but which never was 
brought up on the floor of the Senate. 
Georgia now has a home rule bill of sorts, 
but because go many counties are excepted 
from its provisions it has been riddled by 
court decisions and is of doubtful validity.

Putting the Cart 


Before the Horse 


The biggest issue of the “lame duck” 
session of Congress will be the excess prof- 
its tax bill. 


That seems to us to be putting the cart 
before the horse. 


Any individual or business concern con- 
fronted with emergency expenditures im- 
mediately sets about to cut down on normal 
expenses. Spending for luxuries goes first. 
Then generous slices are made in expenses 
which, however desirable and perhaps 
needful in ordinary times, becomes insig- 
nificant in a period of stress. 


It may be too much to expect the Gov- 
ernment to use the same degree of com- 
mon sense in dealing with the present de- 
fense emergency, but it ought not to be too 
much to expect more reduction in non- 
defense spending than yet has been accom- 
plished. Reductions so far are more token 
than real. 


Yet it is estimated the Federal budget 
for nonessentials could be cut by $6,000,- 
000,000 to $8,000,000,000 annually without 
serious repercussions. 

The excess profits tax which Mr. Tru- 
man is asking would produce only about 
$4,000,000,000 annually. 


There is not much doubt that more taxes 
will be necessary, including perhaps an ex- 
cess profits tax or the equivalent. But it 
seems to us Congress, and the President, 
propose to go about the task of financing 
rearmament in high-speed reverse. There 
has not even been a final estimate on what 
rearmament will cost. 


The excess profits tax has taken on such 
a political hue as to be a real threat to 
action on rearmament itself. Too many 
people, encouraged by labor unions, view 
it as the only means of equalizing the tax 
burden. We doubt that, though we would 
have no great objection to an excess profits 
tax if Congress first explored other sug- 
gestions and, after a thorough investiga- 
tion, found it valid. What we do object 
to is blind acceptance of the excess profits 
tax as the only means of increasing reve- 
nue and of equalizing the cost of rearma- 
ment. 


Labor unions favor it chiefly, we sus- 
pect, because it reduces employer resist- 
ance to wage increases. Employers had 
rather raise wages than pay out the money 
in taxes to the Government. It also encour- 
ages business to be lax about other ex- 
penses.

What the County Commissioners’ Asso- 
ciation proposes would be a help to the 
voter in the general election. But it would 
continue legislative control over local func- 
tions and officials. Initiation of local leg- 
islation still would be up to the General 
Assembly instead of being left with the 
people of the affected area. 

This measure would be only a half step 
forward at a time when Georgia needs to 
take the full jump. 

Even with its defects, though, the Coun- 
ty Commissioners’ plan is encouraging. It 
indicates that serious thinking is going on 
about home rule. Certainly the experience 
in the election early this month was enough 
to provoke a change.

Twice in a row the State of Indiana has 
elected a Democrat Governor in the person 
of Henry F. Schricker and at the same time 
has chosen Republicans to fill all other 
elective State offices.

Schricker has reassured the newly elected 
Secretary of Staté, a Republican mind you, 
that the Governor will not remove the 
Bureau of Motor Vehicles from the Secre- 
tary of State’s control, even though the 
power to do so is written in the statutes. 


That such a thing should happen is a 
little hard to believe here in Georgia, 
where we have seen Governors forcibly 
eject State officers of an opposing faction. 

But we have the word of the Indianap- 
olis Star that it did happen in Indiana, the 
Star commenting, “The people of Indiana 
will be gratified that the Governor has 
taken this position and has disdained nar- 
row partisanship in the interests of all the 
citizens of the State.” 

There is no doubt that Gov. Henry 
Schricker’s policy of putting State ahead 
of party and personalities has had much to 
do with his popularity among Hoosiers of 
both parties. 

Such a policy would be new, unique 
and welcome in Georgia. |

Rose-Colored Glasses 


WASHINGTON—Despite the setback suf- 
fered by the Democrats in the recent national 
elections, party workers who have made an 

analysis of the final returns have come up with the following con- 
clusion: “It is clear that a presidential election held today would (a) 
mean a net gain in Democratic Congressional seats; (b) elect a 
Democratic President.” 


The basis for this conclusion is the showing made by the Demo- 
crats in the Congressional contests. The survey stresses the point 
made by President Truman that the net losses of the party in the 
House and Senate—28 in the former and.5 in the latter—were far 
under those customarily sustained by the party in power in off-year 
elections. 


“With the exception of 1934 (when the Democrats picked up on 
both sides of the Capitol) the average mid-term loss in the House 
since 1914 has been 48 seats,” the party survey explained. “Even §f 
you include the phenomenal Democratic gains of 1934 in this aver- 
age, the party in power has lost an average of over 41 seats in mid- 
term elections.” 


Vote Analysis Proceeding from this record, party analysts 

point out that in 1946 some 34,000,000 votes 
for House members produced 188 Democratic seats; in 1950 from 
forty to forty-one million votes produced 235 Democratic seats, and 
1948, a presidential election year, 46 million votes brought in 262 
Democratic seats. 


Those who made the survey say that it is clear from the record 
here quoted “that a large turnout of voters is a Democratic vote.” 
Hence the conclusion reached that if a presidential electidbn were in 
the offing the Democrats would win and would also increase their 
majority in Congress. 


Another interesting finding of the survey group was that the 
setbacks of the November 7 election are traceable to defections in 
the urban vote, which were said to have been influenced “unques- 
tionably” by (1) “McCarthyism;” (2) war worries and the draft; 
(3) high living costs, and (4) the “tremendous propaganda” of the 
American Medical Association in the bitter fight it waged on the 


President’s health insurance program. 


The survey went on to say that “people have jumped to the 
false conclusion that the farmers deserted the Democratic party”

was extremely strong for the Democrats, and the Democratic vote 
actually fell off in the cities. All four of the Illinois House seats 
were in Cook county (Chicago). The Ohio losses were in Akron, 
Canton, Cincinnati and Toledo. Three of the Indiana losses were in 
Indianapolis, South Bend and Fort Wayne districts.” 


Lucas It was pointed out that Senator Scott Lucas of Illinois, 

the Majority Leader who went down to defeat, ran bet- 
ter than he did six years ago in the rural counties of the state. 
Where the Democratic vote fell short was in Cook county and a few 
urban areas like Peoria and Rock Island. 


No effort was made to explain why the adverse factors oper- 
ated “to a greater extent” in the cities than in the rural communi- 
ties except to blame a large share of the GOP successes to the 
charges of Communism in the State Department raised by Senator 
Joe McCarthy, Republican of Wisconsin, who was denounced as a 
“fraud and a hoax” by a Senate investigating committee. The re- 
port quoted one observer as characterizing the “hysteria” gener- 
ated by the McCarthy charges, particularly in the cities, as “po- 
litical polio.” 


Although the Republicans managed to pile up spectacular vic- 
tories here and there the party analysts were able to point opti- 
mistically to the basic returns. In New England, for example, only 
one House seat was lost, while two Democratic Senators were re- 
elected in Connecticut, “despite one of the most vicious mud-sling- 
ing campaigns in history.” Increased majorities in three Congres- 
sional seats captured from the Republicans since 1944 were also 


noted in Massachusetts. 

New York Again in New York, where Governor Thomas E. 
Dewey won a sweeping victory for re-election, 

the Democrats had a net loss of only one House seat, and re-elected 

Senator Herbert Lehman. 


In New Jersey the Democrats held on to three former GOP seats 
captured in 1948. And in Pennsylvania the party made one of its 
best off-year records in years, holding 9 of the 11 House seats 
gained two years ago. Senator Myers, although defeated, was 
credited with making a “brilliant” run. 

Even in Utah, where Senator Elbert Thomas, another Democrat, 
was defeated, the Democrats won both Congressional seats by bet- 
ter’ than usual off-year majorities. 

On the whole, the survey finds that the party did not do so 
badly, considering it was an off-year election. With a bigger vote 
and a presidential contest at stake the results would have been far 
better, it is claimed.

Billy Graham’s Reply 


The Editors: I have read with interest and 
surprise Mrs. Doris Lockerman’s column in Sun- 
day’s Caomstitution and Journal, Nov. 26, head- 
lined “Billy Graham's Stinging Slap at Atlanta 
Ministers Is Viewed as Regrettable.” 

I am absolutely certain that the complete 
facts were not available to her or I am certain 
that she would have reconsidered. When I ac- 


cepted the invitation of the ministers of this city 
to come to Atlanta for an evangelistic effort, I 
promised that I would never “preach to” the pas- 
tors from the public platform. I stated very 
clearly that if I had any preaching to do to the 
ministers, it would be behind closed doors in “‘off- 
the-record” discussions at our weekly pastors’ 
meetings. 

At these weekly meetings neither the public 
nor the press is invited. We make it a policy 
of discussing the problems of the local churches, 
particularly as they relate to evangelism, and try 
to be helpful to the ministers. This policy has 
been strictly adhered to and I have kept my prom- 
ise to. the letter. 

The incident to which she refers occurred 
last Monday morning, Nov. 20, at a closed “off- 
the-record” pastors’ meeting at St. Mark Meth- 
odist Church. Before we began our discussion 
I stated very clearly once again that this was a 
closed meeting and that the questions the min- 
isters asked me, my answers and my brief obser- 
vations on Georgia life would be kept in strict 
confidence. Eighty Atlanta ministers will verify 
these facts. This confidence was broken by a 
certain newspaper writer who probably did not 
understand the nature of the meeting or did not 
hear my statements too clearly. 


I am certain that any newspaper person 
would agree that one of the first laws of jour- 
nalistic ethics is to keep “off-the-record” confi- 
dences and not to publish statements without 
permission. This writer, I am certain, meant no 
harm but quite to the contrary, I am certain, was 
trying to be helpful. 

Concerning the nature of this closed discus- 
sion last Monday, I usually give a brief mes- 
sage that I feel will help the local pastor in his 
work and then we have a question and answer 
period, open discussion, etc., which many minis- 
ters feel is extremely helpful. Very tactfully, 
diplomatically and I trust on a spiritual basis, I 
presented a few observations I had made in At- 
lanta and made several suggestions concerning 
their remedy. After this period of discussion we 
had a time of prayer, after which many of the 
leading Atlanta ministers gathered around, thank- 
ing me very profusely for the help they believed 
I had been to them that particular morning.

That gave it a bad Same nationally. as 
well as among great numbers of Southerners. 
So the Dixiecrat movement, as such, lan- 
guished. 


But now a new champion of Southern revolt 
has arisen in the person of James F. Byrnes, 
Governor-elect of South Carolina, who presum- 
ably will utilize that posi to direct another anti- 
Truman drive. He carries far more weight, both 
South-wide and nationally, than did his prede- 
cessor, Gov. J. Strom Thurmond, who became 
the symbol of 1948 Dixiecratism as its Presiden- 
tial candidate. The latter was defeated in the 
primaries in an attempt to win the Senate seat 
of Sen. Olin Johnston. 

This movement seems to have enlisted another 
aliy who can contribute to it both a national 
aspect and unusual political talents in James A. 
Farley, of New York, former Democratic Na- 
tional Chairman, who has sided only with Demo- 
cratic conservatives ever since his break with 
Franklin D. Roosevelt prior to the 1940 conven- 
tien. Southern anti-Trumanites, as well as Re- 
publicans, got great comfort from Mr. Farley's 
recent speech in the South—at Tampa—in which 
he joined Jimmy Byrnes by condemning Fair 
Deal measures and the Fair Deal approach and, 
beyond that, appealed for State and regional solu- 
tions for the racial problem. 

There are two no more siiliful political op- 
erators than Messrs. Byrnes and Farley. The 
former demonstrated his capacities when, as a 
Senator, he was liaison for President Roosevelt 
between the New Dealers and Southern conserva- 
tives in Congress to negotiate the way for the 
New Deal in its earlier reform stages and later,

after a tour of duty on the Supreme Court‘ at 
Mr. Roosevelt's appointment, as chief of the 
Civilian War Command in the White House at 
the President's right hand. He was Secretary of 
State under President Truman for a time. Jim 
Fariey'’s political organizing abilities are too well 
known to detail. 


These two men would make an effective politi- 
cal team, and the difficult task they would face 
in their apparent objective certainly would re- 
quire political talents of a high order. It is as- 
sumed that the aim is to prevent either renomi- 
nation of President Truman or nomination of 
any Fair Dealer, rather than a separate third 
party ticket in 1952. 


This suggests natural and obvious obstacles, 
first in the minority strength that the South pos- 
sesses in national conventions which no longer 
can be exercised as a veto since repeal of the 
two-thirds nominating rule in 1936; second, in 
the reluctance of political managers and dele- 
gates to pick a conservative as head of the Demo- 
cratic ticket since that would negate the party's 
position and its appeal. Such a candidate would 
not be likely to make any headway beyond the 
Mason-Dixon Line. 


Nomination of conservatives by both par- , 
ties long has been the dream of powerful eco- 
nomic interests, so they could rest easily 
whatever ticket was victorious. They were, 
as a matter of fact, successful in that strategy 
for a long period after the War Between the 
States, which was a barren waste for Demo- 
cratic candidates. This, however, has not 
been the style in recent years. 


Such powerful economic interests will be 
found encouraging the new Southern movement 
for its mischief-making potentialities, as they 
have before, both for 1952 and in Congress here 
meanwhile. Nor will that be because of any 
love for the South or its people or nostalgia for 
magnolias and honeysuckle and Southern cooking. 
It is strictly hard-headed business.

Is There Anywhere 
A Brighter Picture? 


Recently, I rode back from Montgomery, Ala., 

with R. Y. (Kudzu) Bailey of the Soil Conserva- 

| ej tion Service and we discussed the fact that tall 

fescue grass (most of it Ky. 31) has now reached a total! of one mil- 

lion acres. This figure is for the nine Southeastern states where 
Bailey serves as research agronomist. 


A million acres of any crop are a lot of acres but with fescue it 
is even more so. These are the most important acres on the farm 
and in the aggregate they are the most important acres in the 
Southeast. 


, These are the acres that change us over into 
Change Ov ae the best potential livestock section of the na- 
tion. These are the acres that will keep the South in the cattle 
business when the high-priced land and barn-fed cattle sections 
won't be able to remain in it 


These are the acres that complete the difficult cycle of year- 
round grazing, providing, as they do, feed during the very trying 
months of November, December, January and February. Other 
crops can make feed luring the balance of the year but fescue is 
tops for the difficult Winter months. 


These one million acres of fescue grass probably cost the farm- 
ers of the Southeast approximately $35 million. The seed cost 
upwards of $8 million, the fertilizer and lime about $22 million, 
and the labor used up the rest. 


The million acres produced no less than 100 million pounds of 
beef the first year and this would bring the farmers no less than 
$20 million. After the first year the seed crop will increase the in- 
come no less than $40 per acre, an additional $40 million. 


: . . In combination with other grasses the fescue 
Combination will produce 300 or more pounds of beef per 
acre, plus a seed crop. If one omits the seed crop and the fescue is 
grown with companion legumes, the beef yield may easily reach 
500 pounds per acre, per year. 

A million acres of fescue grass is big business. A hundred mil- 
lion pounds of beef is big business. That's what fescue is doing 
now, making meat. Two hundred million is still bigger and 300 
million is even bigger. That’s where fescue is headed. 

Another five vears at our present rate of increase in fescue graz- 
ing and the South will be the most stable meat-producing section 
of the nation. We will be the nation’s market for stocker cattle, 
for breeding stock, and for milk-fat calves. By then we'll have 25 
million acres of fescue grass.

You'll Have ‘Birds in the Heart’ 


Personally, I do not know anything about birds. 
vireo from a double-breasted seersucker. 


And I cannot tell a red-eved 
I can tell a crow and a buzzard and 


an owl when I see one, but beyond that I am like the guide who once took me 
on a tour of the Okefenokee Swamp. There were a great many birds in evidence 
here and there in the swamp, and I would inquire of this guide, who was a Fed- 
eral employee and a man, I presumed, of some ornithological knowledge, what 
were the names of these birds. He would solemnly observe the bird about which I had inquired. It 
would be a large white bird with a kind of topnot on its head. 
“That,” he would say, “is one of them old big whoopers.” 


Another bird, different in size and shape but 
similar in color would fly up. I would inquire 
about this bird. “That,” my friend would an- 
nounce, in the manner of a man handing down 
a decision of the Supreme Court, “is one of them 
old little whoopers.” 

Now and then as we drifted through the 
swamp, great clouds of tiny birds would flit 
by uttering reedy, piping cries. “What are 
those,” I would ask, athirst for authentic in- 
formation. 


“Them,” said my guide, “is a bunch of little 
old chee-chees.” 

I came away from the swamp under the delu- 
sion that the myriad bird life of that primeval 
fen was made up exclusively of big whoopers, 
little whoopers and little dld chee-chees, the lat- 
ter being a bird whose name I have never seen 
in any bird book, nor heard except in the col- 
loquial speech of rural Georgia. 

After that discouraging experience, when my 
budding interest in birds was smothered under 
an avalanche of misinformation delivered with 
the assurance of an oracle, my interest in birds 
waned. The birds went their way and I, mine. 


I do not mean to convey by this that I grew 
to dislike birds. I became mildly fond of birds. 
I was in full accord with my young son when, 
in the interest of earning a Boy Scout merit 
badge, he built a feeding station for the birds 
outside my window to which great numbers 
of birds came, jerking their tails and gobbling 
crumbs greedily. I observed these visiting birds 
closely and came to the conclusion that birds 
and people are very much alike. 


Birds particularly possess the more unpleasant 
attributes of people, such as greed and jealousy. 
The birds who first discovered the feeding station 
seemed to think it was theirs to hold in fee sim- 
ple, and they sought to drive off all newcomers, 
even though there was food enough for all. I 
also witnessed a number of family tiffs that arose 
when the female of a pair would start preening 
herself and otherwise indicating publicly that she 
was interested in some flamboyant bachelor. 


Local birds, I noted, also have a basic dislike 
for visiting birds, or migrants, a phenomenon 
which has also been noted by Mr. Ed Kirsch, of 
1170 Amsterdam Ave., N. E., who has just called 
to tell me of a battle going on in his front yard. 
It seems that in Mr. Kirsch’s front yard are two 
dogwood trees in which a mockingbird who lives 
at Mr. Kirsch’s house makes his residence. Dur- 
ing the recent cold spell a vast host of migratory 


birds (Editor's note: Probably chee-chees) paused 
in Mr. Kirsch's dogwood to seek shelter from the 
cold. Mr. Kirsch’s mockingbird has been in a 
frenzy of rage ever since, divebombing the stran- 
gers from great heights, abusing them shrilly, 
and heartlessly seeking to chase them from what 
he obviously. considers to be his own property. 


It was with this conviction that birds, as indi- 
viduals, are unknowable by the layman and that 
to know them is to discover in them certain un- 
pleasant attributes that I took up, this chilly 
weekend, that magnificent book, “Menaboni’s 
Birds,” by Sara and Athos Menaboni. 


There is no need here for me to describe the 
paintings of Mr. Menaboni, for everybody who 
has ever seen one of his pictures knows that 
such bird pictures have not been seen in this 
generation and that Audubon himself would have 
been happy to call him brother. 


I prefer to refer to the text—the fascinat- 
ing running account written by Mrs. Mena- 
boni about the love affair that has been going 
on between her husband and all the birds 
of this region for years. 


It is not a scientific treatise on birds, but 
rather a long and sustainedly interesting essay 
on the dozens of different birds which have lived 
with the Menabonis as members of the family. It 
begins with her admision that she herself never 
knew one bird from another until she married 
the man who, as she described it, had “birds in 
his heart.” 


It goes on then to talk of the personalities 
of each bird they have owned, from starlings to 
eagles, from humming birds to crows, and through 
her words you see clearly what the casual bird 
watcher merely senses dimly, that birds da have 
personalities and that their motives are the same 
as those of people. They are arrogant sometimes, 
selfish sometimes, jealous sometimes, but at the 
same time they can be kind and affectionate, lov- 
ing and generous. They even possess a sense of 
humor. 

There is no space here for a long description 
of the Menaboni book. All that it is necessary 
to say is that once you've read it, and seen the 
pictures, you'll never again see a bird on the 
wing without having a little feeling of comrade- 
ship toward it. If you have even the slightest 
interest in birds, even if, having none, you merely 
pick up this book to while away an hour or so, 
once you've read it you'll forever after have, as 
Sara Menaboni believes we all profitably could 
have, “birds in the heart.”
